The Governor of Cclorado Threatens to 
Make Trouble for the McKin- 
ley Administration.

» OMATTA, Neb., May 8.—The Omaha wortn- 
en composing the Auxiliary Board of the 
Thurston Rifles, the crack Nebraska com- 
pany, now serving in the Philippimes, are 
very much exercised over the refusal of the 
Government to permit a certain telegram 
addressed -to the Rifles at Manila to be 
delivered. 

Protests are being filed at Washington 
and the ladies demand an investigation. 
Their cablegram advised the Nebraska 
soldiers to insist on being mustered out in 
Manila and not to wait to be returned. 
This message was held up by the military 
censor as dangerous, and the committee ap- 
pealed to Washington. The message, how- 


ever, Was never delivered. 

Another element, composed of the rela- 
tives of the Nebraska soldiers at the front, 
are equally excited over a different phase 
of the same situation, growing out of the 
statement of Edward Atkinson that he was 
influenced to maii his literature to the sol- 
diers in Manila because the NebrasKa rela- 
tives of the soldiers had been rétused per- 
mission to communicate with them and 
he desired to make a test case. 

The relatives ars denouncing this version 
of the situation and asserting that they 
can communicate and do communicate with 
the boys around Manila whenever they care 
to do so. 


DENVER, Colo., May 8.—Gov. Thomas 
has announced that within a tew aays, if 
President McKinley or the Secretary of 
War continues to ignore his communica- 
tions on the return of the Colorado Regi- 
ment from the Philippines, he will take 
steps with a view to securing the immedi- 
ate recall of the troops. 

“T cannot as yet say just what course I 
shall follow.” he said, ‘but I will exhaust 
every resource at my command to bring 
those boys home.

Since the occupation of Cuba, Porto

and navy have sent him many presents of 
cigars. 

The first specimens to reach him were 
from Manila. They were the familiar long 
black cigars of that city. 

Almost ee ee ae officer of the 
army from Cu and Porto Rico has a box 
or two of cigars for the President. These 
are especially made for the Chief Execu- 
tive and contain the finest tobacco grown 
in the islands. 

This prodigality of supply has doubtless 
tempted the President to an excessive use 
of tobacco, which he would otherwise have | 
avoided. 

He excuses himself to a degree for his 
constant smoking by asserting that it has 
a beneficial effect upon the neuralgia with 
which he has recently been suffering.

Nebraska Girl Shot Herself to Death

WASHINGTON, May 8.—The report of 
the Wade Court of Inquiry, which has in- 
vestigated the charges concerning the ra- 
tions supplied troops during the war with 
Spain, has been approved by the President 


and made public. 
The most important features of the re- 


port are: The finding that the General's 
allegations that the refrigerated beef was 
treated with chemicals were not estab- 
lished; that his allegations concerning the 
canned fresh or canned roast beef were 
sustained as to its unsuitability for food 
as used on the transports and as a long- 
continued field ration; censure of Gen. 
Miles for “error” in falling to promptly 
notify the Secretary of War when he first 


formed the opinion that the food was unfit; 
censuring of the Commissary-General (then 
Gen. Eagan) for the too extensive pur- 
chases of the canned beef as an untried 
ration; censure of Col. Maus of Gen. Miles’ 
ataff; the finding that the packers were 
not at fault and that the meats supplied 
to the army were of the same quality as 
those supplied to the trade generally, «nd 
the recommendation that no further pro- 
ceedings will be taken in the premises. 

The conclusion of the court adverse to 
further roceedings, based upon the 
charges, is as follows: 

“It has been developed in the course cf 
the inquiry, as recited in this report, that 
in some instances some individuals failed 
to perform the full measure of duty or to 
observe the proprieties which dignify high 

ftary command, but the court is of the 
opinion that the mere statement in the of- 
ficial report of the facts developed meets 
the ends of discipline; and that the inter- 
ests of the service will be subserved, if fur- 
ther proceedings be not taken.”’ 

There is criticism of Gen. Miles in va- 
Fious parts of the report. 

Commenting upon Gen. Miles’ testimony 
that he had first formed the opinion l!ast 
August that the refrigerated beef had been 
processed, the court remarks: 

“Whatever the date upon which he 
formed a belief, or a reasonable suspicion, 
that the health of the troops was being 
impaired by the use of deleterious food, it 
was his bounden duty, in the opinion of 
the court, instantly to take the most ef- 
fective measures within his control to as- 
certain the actual fact and to correct the 
wrong, if any should be found. 

“The court finds that the allegations of 
the Major-General commanding to the ef- 
fect that the refrigerated beef supplied to 
the troops waa treated with chemical pre- 
servatives have not been established. The 
evidence shows that Col. John F. Weston, 
Assistant Commissary-General of Subsist- 
ence, recommended the ‘adoption of the 
canned roast beef as a component of the 
fleld ration, and to this extent he is re- 
sponsibie.’’ 

The report places the quantity of canned 
roast beef purchased for the war by the 
Commissary Department at 6,847,174 pounds, 
inecludin 000 pounds which were brought 
from Liverpool and other English ports. 
.This amount is charactized as excessive, 
and the Commissary-General (lagzin) is se- 
verely criticised in several varts of the 
document on this score. 

One of the severest rebukes <«f Commis- 
ee oreres Fagan is as folluws: 

“Considering the little use chut has been 
made of this beef in the reguiar army, the 
probability that the volunteers were en- 
tirely ignorant of it, (hat i. use us a part 
of the field ration had never been sanc- 
tioned by the President or Secretary of 
War, the court can but characterize the 
action of the Commissary-General as un- 
warranted and reckless in tiat he ordered 
the purebase of such enormous ‘quantities 
of food that was practically untried and 
unknown, and the court s» tinds. The 
court pronounces this act of the Commis- 
sary-General of Subsistence a colossal er- 
ror, for which there is no palliation.” 

The court finds that for use on shore as 
a field ration where the companies had 
their camp cooking equipment, and vege- 
tables were available, canned roast heef is 
suitable for issuc, s¥y two days in ten, 
but not for two days in succession. In 
some organizations it seems to have con- 
ee at ie@ast one-half of the meat ra- 

on. 

The opinion is expressed that It would 
rave been impracticable to land beef vat- 
tle on the hoof in Cuba, the reinark of 
the court on thie point being as follows:

HIGH CHURCH COURT 


HEARING IN THE RITUALISTIIC 
CONTROVERSY IN LONDON. 


REVS. WESTALL AND RAM. 


Two Clergymen Charged With the 
Ceremonial Use of Light and 
Incense. 


LONDON, May 8.—An important stage in 
the ritualistic controversy to-day opened 
with the Most Rev. Frederick Tempie, 
Archbishop of Canterbury and Primate of 
all England, the Rt. Hon. and Most Rev. 
William Dalrymple MacLagan, Archbishop 
of York, eitting ase a self-constituted tri- 
bunal, began a hearing of the charges 
against the Rev. Henry Westall, Vicar of 


St. Cuthberts, Philbeach Gardens, of cere- 
monial use of incense and lights, and the 
Rev. Edward Ram, Vicar of the Church of 
St. John, Timberhill, Norwich, on the 
charge of ceremonial use of incense. Mesérs, 
Wesiall and Ram will have the assistance 
in the ecclesiastical trial of a number of 
experts on the question of the ritual, includ- 
ing the Rev. R. R. Percival, rector of the 
Church of the Evangelists in Philadelphia. 
The decision of the Archbishops will not be 
binding, except as to the conscience, upon 
any one, nor will it be enforcible, but, 
naturally it will have immense moral 
weight. The chief purpose of this archepis- 
copal inquiry is to avoid reference to the 
secular courte, 

A large assemblaoge of Bishops and well 
known clergymen were present in the his- 
toric guard room of Lambeth Palace when 
the Archbishop of Canterbury opened the 
proceedings with an explanation of the na- 
ture of the hearing. Arguments of counsel 
on both sides followed. 


OIL EXPORTS FALL OFF. 


Philadelphia Alarmed by the Borneau 
Field Competition. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., May 8.—The ex- 
ports from this city of petroleum to for- 
eign ports for the first three months of this 


year shows a falling off of 22,400,000 gallons 
in the shipments for a corresponding pe- 
riod of last year. This fact, coupled with 
the shipments for 1898, which showed a fall- 
ing off of over 30,000,000, compared with 1897, 
has caused some alarm in shipping circles 
and expression is given to the belief that 
Borneau o'] is being brought into direct 
competition in the far East with the pro- 
ducts of the domestic market. The state- 
ment is made among oil men that until 
1898, when the Borneau oli! fields were ex- 
tensively developed, the export trade of 
fhis oity for over a quarter of a cen- 
tury showed rapid gains. Comment is also 
made upon the fact that a ne number of 
tank steamers have been withdrawn from 
a port and entered into the Borneau 
trade. 


IMPROVED KLONDIKE ACTIVITY. 


Canadian Royalty Has Not Hampered 
Operations This Year. 
SAN FRANCISCO, May 8.—A letter from 
Dawson. dated April 8, says: The Yukon 
Sun estimates the total output of the Klon- 
dike region for the winter of 1889-99 at $20,- 
000,000. It is doubtful if this estimate is up 
to the mark, which may reach twice that 
amount. ‘Notwithstanding the predictions 
of last fall to the effect that the Canadian 
royalty would stop work, more dirt has 
been taken out this year on creeks outside 
of Eldorado and Bonanza than was taken 
out in the whole district last year. 
There has been a general exodus to the 
creeks of men seeking work, and the trails 
where dumps are thickest, are lined with 
the tents of those seeking employment dur- 
ing the clean-up.

WAR ON HIGH ZINC PRICES. 


Missouri-Kansas Smelters Getting To- 
gether for Lower Figures. 
JOPLIN, Mo., May 8.—The week's out- 
put of lead and zinc ore was larger than 
the ore sales indicated. While the lead ore 
was all purchased by the local white lead 
works a great deal of zinc ore was left in 
the bins, several of the large smelters not 
buying any ore last week. Ore producers 
inter rrom this a determination on part of 
the zinc smelters to inaugurate a cam- 
paign against the unusualiy high prices 
paid for zinc ore for the past two months, 
if a surplus of ore is allowed to accumulate 
the Missouri-Kansas Zinc Miners’ Associa- 


tion will be compelled to take this surplus: 


ore, and may have to export it to Europe 
in order to prevent a large accumulation 
which might reduce the prices. 

The action of the smelters in refusing to 
buy all of the zinc ore produced was de- 
termined by the advances in the scheduled 
prices for zinc ore made during the past 
two weeks by the Zinc Miners’ Association. 
The prices recently paid by the smelters 
have been largely in excess of scheduled 
prices based upon the market price of 
spelter, but they were the result of com- 
petition and extraordinay demands for 
high grade zinc ore. The smelters now re- 
Sent the efforts of the Zinc Miners’ Asso- 
ciation to increase the schedule to the 
prices which were being paid for zinc ore 
and a fight between the zinc miners and 
zinc smeiters seems probable. While the 
association advanced prices of all grades 
of zinc ore $3 during the week the prices 
paid declined $3.60, and for the first time 
in two months the smelters paid only the 
scheduled prices for ore. 

The top price paid for zinc ore was $0 
per ton in the bin, which was paid for 
choice Belleville, Pleasant Valley, Alba and 
Neck City ore. In other parts of the Mis- 
souri-Kansas district $49 was the top price 
paid for high grade ore. Lead ore ad- 
vanced We > tage | the week, closing at $% 
per 1000 pounds delivered.

DR. BRIGGS SPEAKS OF THE MOD- 
ERN CHURCH. 


METHODS SHOULD BE NEW. 


Men Cling to Antiquated Ideas, He 
Says, and Never Get Near Enough 
to Truth to Know It. 


NEW YORK, May 8.—Preaching to the 
congregation of Holy Trinity Church, Rev. 
Dr. Charles A. Briggs said: 

“All truth is not in the sacred deposit of 
the church. All truth is not in the drift of 
tradition. He who would grow in knowl- 
edge must use all the talents God has given 
him. He should not be content to use rusty 
tools or antiquated methods, but use the 
most improved methods and all the sharp- 


edged toois of modern criticism and science, 

“Truth is God's daughter, and she muét 
be wooed with all one’s soul in order to 
be won. It is not sufficient to Listen to 
men’s talk about her, to look at her from 
afar, to learn by tradition about her and 
to acc:pt and retain all men’s stories and 
opinion concerning her. The divine wisdom 
is the fairest of women, According to the 
conception of the book of {Proverbs. 

“Think you that God's daughter will man- 
ifest herself to the idle, tae careless, the 
indifferent, or to those that think they 
know her suffic.ently well already, who 
are content to know of hKer.at second or 
third hands. 

“Do you think that sh’e will disclose her 
beautiful face and glorious form and speak 
her all-comforting words to a mere tradi- 
tionist, who is content to know about her 
through the transmitted formulas of a 
throng of generations? No, a thousand 
times, no. 

“There are those who think that the 
whol divine truth is known; that it was 
revealed to the ante-nicene church. In 
nothing could they be more mistaken. The 
church has ‘been learning in all the Chris- 
tian centuries, and is it ry g Revienogy The 
church of Christ is avoid-d cause many 
great problems of doctrine and life have 
not vet been solved. The ancient substance 
of truth as taught by the ancient and me- 
dieval church will doubtless abide, and the 
acquisition of truth at the reformation will 
not be laid aside. But with the growth in 
Christian knowledge, the form of the 
knowledge and the expression of it neces- 
sarily change. 

“We cannot know the whole truth of any 
doctrine until we know the whole truth of 
all doctrines. The new methods of study, 
fhe critical and scientific processes of in- 
vestigation, which in our times dominate 
all the realms of knowledge, inevitably re- 
quire changes in the realm of religion and 
theology alse. 

“There are men in every age who oppose 
the advance of the truth. ey deprecate 
any advance in the knowledge of the truth, 
anv methods of study. They desire every- 
thing to go just as before and that we

ADMINISTRATION POLICY iN 
PHILIPPINES IS UPHELD. 


MASS MEETING IN CHICAGO. 


Ten Thousand Persons Attend and Op- 
ponents of Expansion Are De- 
nounced as Traitors. 


CHICAGO, May 8.—In all probability 10,- 
000 persons gathered at the several meet- 
ing places in Chicago yesterday to testify 
to their support of the policy of the ad- 
ministration in the Philippines. Resolu- 
tions in denunciation of opposition to the 
war prepared for the occasion by Gen. 
John C. Black, were unanimously passed 
at each meeting. The gatherings were in 
the Auditorium Central Music Hall, and 
the First Methodist Church. 

The presiding officers of the three meet- 
ings weres Judge Oliver H. Orton, ex- 
Judge Barton Payne and Thomas B. Bryan. 
At the Auditorium, as at the other two 
gatherings, every mention of President Mc- 
Kinley or Admiral Dewey brought forth 


thunders of applause. 
The speakers at the Auditorium were 


Wiliam Dudley Foulke of Indiana, Bishop 
Samuel Fallows, Congressman Jonathan P. 
Dolliver of lowa, ex-Congressmen George 
KE. Adams, Judge Richard 8. Tuihill and 
the Rev. P. S. Henson. 

Most of these also spoke at the vther 
meetings. 

The resolutions recite in part: 

“First: We recognize that a zondition of 
war prevails in the Philippine Islands be- 
tween the Government of tne United States 
and certain men who are in iusurrection 
against the lawful authority of the United 
States. 

‘‘In the Philippine Islands, with the ex- 
ception of a single year, Spanish sov- 
ereignty has been complete since the Six- 
teenth Century. Spain collected the taxes, 
held the fortifications, appointed all the 
civil officers, Spanish Viceroys, Spanish 
Judges. Spanisn courts administered the 
laws, which were proclaimed by the Span- 
isi Governor and enforced by the Spanish 
army and navy. The sudden destruction of 
the sovereignty compelled the subetitution 
of the sovereignty of the conquerer. No 
other Government in the archipelago was 
competent to receive the authority weurven- 
dered by Spain. 
to surrender the islands to anarc!iy oT to 
foreign and selfish intervention. Neither 
course was compatible with duty or with 
the dictates of humanity. 

“We recognize and declare the facts to 
be that from the thirteenth day of August, 
1898, until the fourth day of February, 1899, 
peace prevailed in Manila under the pro- 
tection of American arms; that on the day 
last named an insurgent force assailed cur 
army in its fortifications and encampments 
under the cover of darkness and by this 
act of aggression inaugurated ‘hostilities 
the first result of which was intended to be 
wholesale massacre and the destruction of 
property within the city. 

“We recite with sorrow the fact that the 
chief encouragement has been from some 
of our misguided fellow-citizens, and to 
them must be ascribed much of the blood- 
shed and ruin which ‘has followed. 

“Second: We declare our belief in the 
high honor and just aotion of our army and 
navy in the Phitippine Islands. We believe 
that our Government has taken every step 
that it should take to secure peace and or- 
der. We believe that the administration 
representing the Government has highly 
and fully discharged its duty in the prem- 
ises. We consider it our part to share the 
burdens of our Government rather than to 
embarrass its efforts and thus prolong the 
conflict of arms. 

“Third: We know that at this very hour 
our soldiers in arms are face to face with 
an armed foe; and until the close of hos- 
tilities we know only our country, its arms 
and navy, and its executive. We pledge ‘to 
them while our flag shall be in battle aur 
unfaltering support. 

“Fourth: We as Americans take pride in 
the achievements of our army and navy, 
both in the war with Spain and in the 
present military operations in the Island 
of Luzon. We believe that the sending 
of seditious appeals to the American troops 
engaged in hostilities is an act of treason- 
abie character, and that every appeal to 
them to abandon their colors or disregard 
their duty as soldiers merits the lasting 
condemnation of every partiot. 

“Fifth: The Government or the United 
States should be, and we believe will be, 
true to its principles in the disposition of 
all questions that may arise in the future 
in our relationship with the people of the 
Philippine Islands. 

“Sixth: We regard the great issue of the 
hour to be the success of oyr country in 
the performance of the dutw which it owes 
to civilization. Until this is assured—uni}| 
armed insurrection has ceasee—we have no 
terms to offer but the American terms of 
unconditional surrender.”’

In connection with Dr. Abbott’s letter 
of regret, Judge Horton, the chairman of 
the meeting, read the following copy of a 
proclamation issued by Aguinaldo: 

Copy of cablegram: 

Manila, Feb. 21, 1899, received at 3:35 p. 
m.—Adjutant-General, Washington, D. c.— 
Following issued by an important officer of 
insurgent government at Malolos, Feb. 16, 
1899, for execution during that evening and 
night in this city. 1s. 

First: You will so dispose that at 8 o'clock 
at night in the individuals of the territoria] 
militia, at your order, will be found united 
in all of the streets at San Pedros, armed 
with their bolos and revolvers, or guns 
and ammunition if conveniant. 

Second: Fhilippine families only will be 
respected; they should not be molested, 
but al] other individuals, of what race they 
may be, will be exterminated without ap- 
praisement; Compaasion after extermina- 
tion of the army of occupation. 

Third: The defender of the PhilNppines 
in your command will attack the guard at 
Bilibid and liberate the prisoners and Pre- 
siddiarios. 

Fourth: This accomplished, they will be 
armed, ee to them, ‘“‘Brothers, we must 
avenge ourselves on the Amerioans and ex- 
terminate them that the way to make our 
revenge for the infamy and treachery which 
they have committed upon us; have no 
compassion upon them; attack with vigor: 
all Filipinos en masse will second you. 
Long hive Filipino tndependence!"’ 

Fifth: The militia of Tondo will start at 
3 o'clock in the morning; will the duty, 
our revenge will be complete. Brothers, 
Europe contemplates us. We know how to 
die as men shedding our blood in defense 
of liberty of our country. Death to the ty- 
rants. War without quarter to the false 
Americans who have deceived us. Either 
in peace or death.

The completion of the Siberian Railroad, an account of

The reckless grants of val- 
uable privileges without compensation cannot be defended on 
any ground of principle, expediency or common sense.

The purpose of this convention will be “to discuss and 
agree upon a concerted and effective policy and line of legisla- 
tion against trusts and monopolies.”’ 

This is the right way to get at the question. If some com- 
mon plan can be agreed upon by a considerable number of 
States the trusts will have a hard fight for existence. If the 
Western States enact identical, or practically identical, legisla- 
tion, the monopolies will probably come to terms. A com- 
bine of corporations, however strong it isin brains and capital, 
is no match for a combine of States. 

But whatever the outcome may be in actual legislation, the 
discussions in the convention will throw a flood of light on 
the question. Denunciation of trusts yields no fruit. Only by 
sober analysis of the whole problem and careful deliberation 
concerning a mode of procedure, can the people deal effectively 
with the great evil which is threatening the very life of the 
nation. 
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St. Louisans cannot feel that the World’s Fair is assured 
until every dollar of the $5,000,000 stock allotted to the city is 
subscribed. No organization will be effected until that amount 
is in hand. Citizens and representatives of St. Louis interests 
stand in the way of the success of the World's Fair as long as 
they fail to subscribe according to their means. If there is 
delay or failure the laggards will be responsible. Let the 
work he finished and the announcement go to the world that 
St. Louis has done her full part. 
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A NEW ORLEANS EXPERIMENT. 

The recent Constitutional Convention of Louisiana confers 
the right of suffrage upon all tax-paying women in cases of 
questions submitted to taxpayers. 

The first election to be held under this provision is upon 
a proposed tax levy for sewerage -and drainage in New 
Orleans. There are 10,000 taxpaying women in that city 
and the Mayor and other officials are urging them to vote 
for the levy. 

This is an experiment likely (to be imitated in other States 
and cities. Women are influential in municipal affairs even 
with their present disabilities. But this can be multiplied if 
they arc enabled to exercise their power directly through the 
ballot. St. Lovis especially needs such an element in public 
affairs. 


Mr. Atkinson must think himself a great man when the Ad- 
ministration is frightened into suppressing his opinions on 
expansion. If Mr. McKinley were not seeking a second term 
it is scarcely likely that any official notice would be taken of 
the Atkinson pamphlets. Certainly a just caus@ could not be 
much injured by anything that Atkinson could write. Why 
should politics always be mixed with affairs that should be 
free from partisan interests?

ARTICLES OF AGREEMENT FOR 
THEIR MILL REACH DENVER. 


THEY WILL BE SIGNED AT ONCE. 


The Colorado Athletic Association 
Will Then Commence Making 
Preparations for the Fight

Special to the Poet-Dispatch. 

DENVER, May 7.—According to Otto C. 
Floto, manager of the Colorado Athletic 
Club, the artciles of agreement by which 
the Jeffries-Fitzsimmons fight is to take 
place in Denver, are now en route to this 
city from New York. 

Floto, at the last moment, did not go to 
New York, but completed his arrangcments 
with Julian and Brady by telegraph. 

Floto, in a long interview with the Post- 


ot. correspondent this morning said: 
“That the Fitzsimmons and Jeffries con- 
test will take place in Denver under the 
auspices of the Colorado Athletic Associa- 
tion ie now almost an assured fact. 

“Negotiations have been in progress for 
@ week or more. There are always in a 
contest of this kind many little detatis to 
arrange and obstacles to overcome ‘hat re- 
quire time and careful consideration. The 
vast sum of money at stake and the magni- 
tude of the attraction called for the most 
cautious movements in everything pertain- 
ing to the affair. 

“It was not until last night that mat- 
ters really came to a focus. After the 
exchange of many telegrams between 
Messrs. Brady, Julfan and myself in rela- 
tion to the purse conditions of the con- 
test and the financial responsibility of the 
club, a telegram wae ranean that the 
articles were sent by express last night 
for the signatures of the club officials. 

"The articles will in all probability arrive 
Monday, and if they meet with the ap- 
proval of the Colorado Athletic Association, 
as I have every reason to believe at the 
present writing they will, they will be 
signed and returned to New York and the 
contest ‘will take place in De r. 

Few people realize what gigantic un- 
dertaking this contest is. It requires the 
immediate outlay of at least $60,000 in cold 
cash and days of labor in arranging all the 
details. The arena of the Colorado Ath- 
letic Association will not he used, as it will 
be entirely too small to accommodate the 
vast crowd that will be in attendance.

THE MOTHER OF NINE BOYS, 


Arrangementy for the Funeral of the 
Respected Lady, Long Prominent 
in Society and Charity. 


Mrs. Giles F. Filley, for over half a cen- 
tury one of the most prominent residents 
of St. Louis, died Sunday morning at the 
family home, 1527 Locust street. Her de- 
mise was not the result of any acute {ill- 
hess; it was rather a graduai passing away, 
after 76 years of life, the latter 
Which was saddened considerably by the 
death of a dearly-loved grandchild, Giles 
Filey, Jr., two years ago. Since then Mrs. 
Hilley had been an invalid, never recover- 
ing from the shock. Her family, inciuding 
Mr, Filley, 8 years old and for fifty-three 
years her husband, were gathered around 
her bedside when the end came, as it did 
peacefully and without a struggle. 

Mrs, Filley had been actively identified 
with loca! society since her arrival here, 
long before the war.

GREAT CROWD TURNED OUT TO 
SEE THE FREE SHOW. 


MOUNTED POLICE IN FRONT. 


The Line of March Was About Five 
Miles Long and the Procession 
Nearly One Mile. 


The Ringling Bros. Circus parade was the 
chief incident of public interest in St. Louis 
Monday morning. It was a pageant worth 
seeing, and thowsands availed themselves 
of the opportunity.

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TRINIDAD COMPANY’S FACTORY 
BADLY DAMAGED. 


LOSSES PLACED AT $25,000. 


Origin Supposed to Be An Overheated 
Saturating Kettle—Liquid As- 
phaltum Burned Fiercely. 


The second fire within two days com- 
pletely destroyed the interior of the Trin- 
idad Asphalt Co.’s plant at 320-324 South 
Twenty-first street Monday morning at 5 
o'clock, 

The ignition occurred’on the second floor 
of the manufacturing department, presum- 
ably from an overheated saturating kettle. 
This machine is employed to coat burlap 
with a material largely composed of liquid 


asphaltum, which is then used for roof- 
lug purposes. 7 

The private watchman, King Day, s_1w 
the flames as he was making his rounds 
and eng meg | turned in a etill alarm. 
But the fire gained rapidly and—thersa be- 
ing some delay in the 
sponse, owing to a mistake—had consumed 
the greater portion of the top story ve- 
fore water was thrown on it. 

Mr. W. P. Whitmore, the superintendent, 
residing directly across the stree‘, saw the 
flames almost simultaneously with Duy. He 
only waited long enough to throw on a few 
clothes, but when he reached the scene, 
five minutes later, the damage was already 
over the $10,000 mark, so quick was the 
spread. 

Not only was the rapidity of the fire 
remarkable, but so was the extreme heat. 
A large composition grindstone used for 
the finer tools, blew up with a loud report. 
A large tank filled with solid asphalt to be 
melted, which requires a high temperature, 
overflowed with the HMquid in consider- 
ably less time than this work usually takes. 

The Trinidad Company nas a large two- 
story and basement building, in the form

of a square, with one end open. On the 
right hand side is the office, and only the 
large, intervening roadway prevented this 
from catching. One side is used for manu- 
facturing and as a storehouse. The 6éc- 
ond floor was filled with 2000 rolls of as- 
phalt fireproof roofing, valued at $3 per 
roll. All of these were so badly charred 
that they are practically valueless. A large 
75 horsepower motor, with other expensive 
machinery, was converted into nk. On 
the first floor of the same building was 
placed between 50 and 7% tons of asphalt 
felt, worth $25 per ton. This stuff was also 
— to have been rendered unmarketa- 

a. 
The rear of the office suffered heavily. 
A large reduction tank was destroyed, and 
with it 75 barrels of liquid material, val- 
ued at $10 per barrel. The roof fell in; a 
special portion of it upon which a large 
varnish tank stood, by a peculiar freak, 
was left standing. This was fortunate, 
for had the flames communteated to it, 
serious results would ‘have followed, its 
composition being very combustible. 

Altogether, the interior of the structure 
was completely gutted, those parts which 
escaped the flames being injured by the 
falling debris, which piled up to a great 
height. The damage to both stock and 
buildings, the wall of which are still good, 
will approximate perhaps $25,000, fully cov- 
ered by insurance.

Mr. F. W. Terpening thought the con- 
flagration ‘had originated in the manner 
stated and declared that it would in no 
way interfere with the progress of their 
@usiness, as the firm has an enormous ware- 
house on the railroad tracks. 

The oompany has important city paving 
contracts which the manager etates will 
in no wise be interfered with or delayed.

The fact that he surrendered 
himself when he was out on a $10,000 bond 
is evidence that he will be here.’’

VAGRANCY ORDINANCE HELD TO 
BE CONSTITUTIONAL. 


JUDGE KLEIN'S DECISION. 


No Discrimination Between Clases and | 
the Ordinance a Necessity for the 
City’s Peace and Welfare. 


Judge Jacob, Miein, in the Criminal Di- 
vision of the Circuit Court, handed down 
a decision Monday, upholding the consti- 
tutionality of the famous ‘First Clause.’’ 

The first clause is a part of ordinance 
1062. It defines vagrancy and provides pen- 
alties for persons being without visible 
means of support. 

It is the clause under which the police 
deal with “police characters’’ against whom 
specific charges cannot be made to stand. 


If it had been declared unconstitutional 
the police would thave been greatly handl- 
be ay in handling this class. 

@ question was raised in habeas ocor- 
pus evar tre - brought to obtain the re- 
lease of Sterling P. Davison from _ the 
Workhouse. Davison was arrested with a 
crowd of suspected thieves at a house on 
South Fourth street. He eras sent to the 
First District Police Court under the first 
clause. He was fined $30: His father, Dr. 
Thomas Davison of Boston avenue, came to 
his assistanoe, and the case was appealed 
to the Court of. Criminal Correction. The 
judgment of the lower court was affirmed. 

An ap was taken to the Supreme 
Court and Davison was released on bond. 

Later the appeal was </smissed, Davison 
surrendered to the Marshal and he was sent 
to the Workhouse under the execution. 

The habeas corpus proceedings were then 
brought on the alleged grounds that the 
ordinance and patricularly the first clause 
was unconstitutional, because it did not 
constitute a crime under the law of the 
State, simce it discriminated and — 
unlawful restraint upon the personal liberty 
of the citizen. 

In the decision Judge Klein said in part: 

The ordinance is wee ily, framed and 
might be more specifi and efficient in ite terms, 
but it does not seem to be open to apy of the 
objections urged. Municipal Mfe makes it 

necessary to promulgate some regulation of a 

large class of persons that naturally gravitate 

toward the large cities, who are best defined 
as persons who live idly, without any visible 
means of support, and who do not apply them- 
selves to any honest calling for a livelihood. 
Such persons are declared by this ordinance to 
be vagrants and it is no unjust discrimination 
against them to previde a punishment for 
them, because if they do not exercise proper 
and diligent effort to secure employment and 
are without any visible means to maintain 
themselves, and live idly, they are a@ menace 
to the peace and safety of the community and 
therefore subject to the surveillance of the 
yee and authorities instituted for the pre 
ection of the citizens.” 

It is held to be no unjust discrimination 
between persons of means and persons 
without means, because every criminal sta- 
tute provides some particular element which 
is the dividing line between those who fall 
within the and those who are without its 
condemnation, The judge holds that to al- 
low the theory that the fixing of such a line 
is unjust discrimination would practically 
renderimpossible the punishment of any 
crime. 

The judge finds that the ordinance !{s not 
in conflict with the State law. The language 
of Clause 1, he says, extends the definition 
of the term vagrant as defined in the sta- 
tute, but not to such an extent as to ren- 
der the ordinance unconstitutional. 

The court holds that the ordinance, is not 
an unlawful restraint upon the personal 
liberty of the citizen because it eimply re- 
quires that a person who has no visible 
means of support shall make diligent ef- 
for to find employment. 

In conclusion, the decision says: 

Considering, therefore, the public melfare 

and the necessity of some ordinance in rela- 
tion to a matter of this kind, and consider- 
ing the terms and provisions of the ordl- 
nance itself, it 1s not clear beyond a doubt 
that the ordinance is unconstitutional end 
hence the Court must decline to interfere witb 
the sentence inflicted upon the defendant un- 
der the ordinance in question. 

The court is further of the opinion that 
the defendant having taken an appeal to 
the Supreme Court and the appeal having 
been perfected by being allowed by the 
Court of Criminal Correction, the case :5 
ponding in the Supreme Court and can be 

ismissed only in that court.
